Significant progress was achieved 
Jast night in negotiations over over- 
time payments for doctors being 
conducted by the finance and health 
munisters as well as Histadrut and 
Kupat Holim Clalit officials. But a 
major difference over making such 
payments pensionable continued to 
separate the sides. 

Even if this difference can be 
bridged, the agreement has to be 
approved by the doctors whose rep- 
resentatives last night indicated 
deep dissatisfaction over the moot- 
ed agreement. 

Outside the Treasury, where the 
negotiations were being conducted, 
were nine MKs, pale and weak but 
determined to continue their hunger 
strike, which was in its third day. 
They said they would not move from 
the spot until a solution to the hospi- 
tal crisis was found. After eight and 
a half hours of negotiations, Finance 
Minister Moshe Nissim went out to 
the hunger strikers to bring them up 
to date on the state of negotiations. 

The negotiating parties agreed on 
a pay scale for operations performed 
on a second shift but the Treasury 
adamantly opposed the doctors’ de- 
mands that 7.5 percent of these pay- 
ments go into a pension fund. Such 
an agreement, argues the Trea- 
sury,would give the agreement the 
character of a new wage pact, there- 
by unhinging the entire public sec- 


tor. 

Earlier, the MKs met separately 
with Finance Minister Moshe Nis- 
sim and Health Minister Shoshana

There was a gap of 30 per cent last 
night between what the Treasury is 
willing to spend on the second-shift 
scheme and what the Health Minis- 
try and the Histadrut would accept.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Two heli- 

copters from the USS Nicholas ex- 

changed fire with two suspected Ira- 

nian gunboats that were attacking a 

P. rf ker in the Persi 

Gulf yesterday, the Defence Depart- 
anounced. 


The Iranian boats had been shoot- 
ing at the 81,282-ton Universal Mon- 
arch, which broadcast a distress 
alert saying it was being attacked 
and was on fire, said Pentagon 
spokesman Dan Howard. 

Two helicopters from the Nicholas 
“were sent out to investigate the 
ship’s Mayday call," said Howard. 
“They were fired on by two smail 
boats that we assume were Lranian. 
They fired rockets at those small 
boats. ‘The helicopters were not 
hit by the Lranian γε." 

Howard said the incident took 
place about 24 kilometres west of 
Farsi Island, which Iran’s Revolu- 
tionary Guards have used as a stag- 
ing area for attacks on tankers. 

Howard said, “To my knowledge, 
this fs the first such since 
the incident of (July) the third,”* 
when the USS Vincennes mi: 
shot down an Iran Air jetliner, kill- 
ing all 290 people aboard. 

In Washington yesterday, admin- 
istration officials said that two U.S. 
warships near the American cruiser 
Vincennes when it shot down the Ira- 


crusier as was first claimed by the 
US.

Arab terrorists escaped

ATHENS - A senior Greek Har- 
bour Authority officer yesterday 
blamed four Arabs for Monday's 
deadly terrorist attack aboard a 
tourist-packed Greek cruise ship. 

The officer said the terrorists. 
who were originally believed to have 
fled in a speedboat. dumped their 
weapons and were rescued along 
with other passengers who jumped 
into the sea when a blaze started on 
the ship. They apparently escaped in 
the confusion. 

Coroner Manolis Nonas reported 
10 dead, and harbour authorities 
said they had found another body. 
The Merchant Marine Ministry. 
however, reported nine dead and 98 
injured. 

Both the Harbour Authority offi- 
cer and security police sources spec- 
ulated that the attack was part of a 
failed attempt by pro-Iranian Arab 
terrorists to hijack 471 foreign tour- 
ists taking a one-day cruise on the 
Greek-owned City of Poros. 

Public Order Minister Anastasios 
Sehiotis said that an explosion earli- 
er Monday that killed two men in a 
car near the Trocadero marina, 
where the City of Poros docked, was 
linked with the shipboard attack. 

He released pictures of three men 
and one woman allegedly involved 
in planning the attack. One was 
identified as Mohammed Zozad, 21, 
from Lebanon, whom survivors said 
was one of the gunmen on the ship.” 

The two other men were not iden- 
tified and it was not clear they were 
on board the ship. The woman in 
the photograph, which appeared to 
have been taken aboard the vessel, 
was not identified.

Nablus curfews defied

The violence that has plagued the 
streets of Jerusalem erupted in the 
City’s district court yesterday. where 
es on of a Palestin ἢ 
ian with participating in ri- 
ots attacked the policemen who 
were escorting him back to his cell. 

The clash was one of several inci- 
dents in the capital. Stones were 
thrown at three buses, and two Jew-. 
ish girls were lightly injured. A pet- 
ro] bomb damaged an Arab store in 
Issawiya village. τ 

Six policemen and two Arabs 
were lightly injured in the court- 
house fray. The police arrested four 
of the 30 people who reportedly at- 
tacked the six police guards. 

At about 10:30 a.m., two police- 
men escorted Hazem Rishek, 25, of 
Jerusalem from the courtroom 
where his trial had begun earlier in 
the morning to a detention cell in 
the basement of the building. 

The courtroom was full of the ac- 
cused’s friends and family. When 


some of them tried to give him pack- 
ages they had brought for him, the 
policemen told them that it was 
against the rules. 

The relatives began cursing the 
policeman who was handcuffed to 
Rishek, and his partner. They then 
began to hit the two officers on the 
stairs leading to the detention cell. 


Four other policemen in the 
courthouse went to the aid of their 
colleagues. “Thirty people pounced 
on me,” said one officer. “In my 
opinion. one of them must bave had 
a knife or some other sharp object.” 


The police said their attackers 
sought to free Rishek. They also 
took a Mace canister from the police 
and used it against them. 


Lawyers in the courthouse tried to 
help the police, who held on to Ri- 
shek and arrested an assailant. The 
rest of the attackers managed to 
flee, but three of them were subse- 
quently captured. 

All the injured were treated at 
Shaare Zedek and released. 


It was oot clear why more assail- 
ants were not arrested. The only 
public exit from the court building is 
constantly locked and manned by 
ore Ministry spok Etty 

justice spokesman 
Eshed said the guards knew that 
there was trouble inside the build- 
ing, but bad no way of identifying 
the suspects. It would not have been 
wise to seal up the court building 
with 400 people inside, she said. 

“There were already at least 20 
policemen on the street when the 
Suspects came out,” Eshed said. 
“Ask them why more people 
weren’t ἡ 

But the police suggested that the 
courthouse security men had erred. 

In other incidents yesterday, twa 
Jewish girls were lightly injured by 
shattered glass when Arab youths 
stoned a No. 27 Egged bus on Salah 
e-Din Street at about noon. 

Bus driver Shlomo Malka, 27, 
said the bus was full of passengers, 
some of them 10- and 11-year-old 
girls who appeared to be on a trip, 


when it was attacked from both 
sides by stone-throwers, 

“The kids started to scream and 
panic,” Malka said. “Some yelled, 
‘Mommy, mommy.’ They got down 
on the floor. I drove as fast as I 
could to the nearest police van.” 

Two girls suffered cuts on their 
legs one girl’s head was bleed- 
ing, he said. 

Early yesterday moming, a store 
in Issawiya village, just north of Ha- 
dassah Hospital on Mt. Scopus, was 
fire-bombed. Crates of vegetables 
were damaged. 

Stones were thrown at a bus trav- 
elling near Atarot at about 7:15 
a.m., and one window was smashed. 

In the afternoon, stones also shat- 
tered the driver's window and front 
door of a No. 1 bus near Damascus 
Gate. 

“There was hysteria, and screams 
from the passengers,” the driver 
told the Itim news agency. “Some of 
the religious passengers began to re-

The IDF yesterday clamped a cur- 
few on most of Nablus, the West 
Bank's largest city, as protests 
erupted in the town for the third 
straight day, and two youths were 
wounded by army gunfire. 
rces in the city said the curfew 
was imposed at 8 a.m. after demon- 
strations broke out, but the protests 
continued for two hours in defiance 
of the curfew, imposed on most of 
the city and the Askar refugee 


camp. 

Clashes with troops were report- 
ed in various locations in Nabius. 
and i the adjacent Askar and Ein 
Bet al-Ma refugee camps. Troops 
shot and wounded two youths in the 
city, and two soldiers were lightly 
hurt. 

Yesterday’s unrest followed two 
consecutive nights of heavy rioting 
in the city, in which a youth was 


killed and more than a dozen report- 
ed wounded by gunfire, two serious- 
ly. Hospital sources reported many 
‘others treated for rubber bullet and 
beating injuries. 

At Ein Arik near Ramallah, resi- 
dents reported that about a dozen 
settlers, some of them wearing kef- 
fiyehs, entered the village in a con- 
voy of cars and assaulted a grocer 
and his son. Troops used teay-gas 
and beat villagers to break up pro- 
tests that followed the incident. the 
villagers said. Three villagers were 
reportedly admitted to Makassed 
Hospital in East Jerusalem with 
beating injuries. 

Ein Arik has been the site of re- 
peated stoning of cars driven by resi- 
dents of neighbouring settlements. 

Soldiers blocked off the village 
and prevented reporters from enter- 
ing. The IDF had no immediate 
comment on the reported incident.

Armenian 
enclave 
defies 
Kremlin 


MOSCOW (Reuter) — The govern- 
ing council of the disputed Soviet 
trans-Caucasian region of Nagorno- 
Karabakh announced its secession 
from Azerbaijan yesterday and de- 
clared itself an autonomous region 
of Armenia, local sources said. 

A spokesman for the Communist 
Party newspaper in Nagorno-Kara- 
bakh told reporters in Moscow that 
the move came at a crisis session of 
the council as a strike in the region 
over demands to join Armenia en- 
tered its third month. 

“The vote was unanimous,” the 
spokesman said, adding that he did 
not know if the entire leadership of 
the region was present at the ses- 
sion. 

The move represented unprece- 
dented defiance of Kremlin author- 
ity which analysts said would un- 
doubtedly prompt a sharp response 
from the Soviet Jeadership and from 
the authorities in the Azerbaijani 
capital, Baku. 

“They can decide what they like. 
We have already decided for our- 
selves,” the spokesman said. 


He said the council had decided to - 


rename Nagorno-Karabakh “the 
Artsakh autonomous region of Ar~ 
menia™. Artsakh is an old Armenian 
name for the region which now in- 
cludes Nagorno-Karabakh. ᾿ 

The vote by the governing council 
came only hours after the Commu- 
nist Party leader in Azerbaijan, 
Abdul Vezirov, warned that strict 
measures would be taken against 
people he said were fanning tensions 
tn Nagorno-Karabakh. 

Officials in Azerbaijan were not 
available for comment yesterday 
evening, but analysts said they were 
virtually certain to reject the vote as 
invalid under the Soviet constitu- 
tion.

possible.” 

Hammer said that Gorbachev had 
told him in April that he was going 
to give every Soviet Jew permission 
to leave, except those who were in- 
volved in security-related industries. 

After the dinner, Hammer at- 
tended a special performance by the 
Israel nic conducted by 
Zubin Mehta, with soloist Isaac 
Stern. He surprised the IPO by pre- 
senting it with a check for $100,000. 

He will lay the cornerstone at the 
Aliza Begin Hospital in Tel Aviv 
today before leaving for London 
apd Moscow. 

Hammer met yesterday with for- 
mer prime minister Menachem Begin 


in the latter’s Jerusalem apartment. 
He said that the 74-year-old Begin 
looked and felt weil. 


Ata Junch given in his honour by 
Prime Minister Shamir, Hammer 
said that he wishes to meet Presi- 
dent Mubarak in order to try and 
develop bilateral economic coopera- 
tion between Israel and Egypt.

Likud has is not to give up an inch of 
Judea and Samaria, where Israel is 
confronted by a million and a half 
people who oppose its presence 
there. 


He expressed his belief that there 
were Arabs who were tired of un- 
ending wars, He added that King 
Hussein would be prepared to nego- 
tiate with Israel because he knew 
that if the problem of the West Bank 
were not solved it would undermine 
his own regime in Jordan. 


Defence Minister Rabin followed 
Peres and attacked the Likud’s po- 
sitions, which he claimed threatened 
Israel with “Lebanonization.” The 
very striving for peace contained 
within itself a very important poten- 
tial for Israel’s security, he asserted.

Mann disclosed yesterday that the 
larger numbers of Jews applying for 
exit permits were encduraged to do 
so by the increase in the number 
allowed to leave, which he said was 
now about 1,500 ἃ month. Mann, 
also a former president of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Congress, is here to at- 
tend the annual AJ Congress Ameri- 
ca-Israel Dialogue. 

He said that over the past year- 
and-a-half, almost all of the 11,000 
refuseniks whose names were 
known to Western governments had 
been allowed to leave. Perhaps only 
several hundred have not yet been 
released, he said. 

Officials in Washington recently

THE observation hurled on Monday at Knesset 
Speaker Shlomo Hillel, a Labourite, by Likud 
deputies during what purported to be a rea- 
soned debate on the separation of the coming 
national and municipal elections, was that he 
was a disgrace to the Knesset.

The spectre 


THE rationality, or lack of it, of a party's 
election programme is not always easy to as- 
sess. On numerous policy issues there are apt to 
be too many arguments, both pro and con, for 
the voter to readily make up his or her mind.

Many gov- 
ernments fear that rising health 
costs will eat up most of the GNP by 
the end of this century.

In Israel, one needs to remember 
that there is a claim to give all the 
public unlimited medical care from 
the womb to the tomb; and that, 
with limited resources (considering 
the percentage of the GNP allocated 
to medical care, and the fact that the

health expenditure is low: “I bave 
no more,” it says, and points at oth- 
er solutions such as cost-sharing, 
fees for services and supplementary 
insurance.

AS JUDGE AVRAHAM BEIZER 
made clear last week in sentencing 
Yael Lotan and three others to jail, 
private persons in Israel are not al- 
lowed to speak to the PLO -- not 
about anything, not even about 
peace.

Palestinian solidarity was pre- 
served inside Lebanon by an effec- 
tive social-welfare system providing, 
free schooling and health care. The 
PLO owned and ran well-equipped 
hospitals. To this day families of 
“martyrs.” that is, people killed in

We recognize that Israe! has its 
Problems and we are of diverse 
opinions on the future of the territo- 
ries. Nevertheless, to anyone con- 
sidering a vacation in [sracl, we can 
only offer our highest 
recommendations.

The director of their absorption 
centre, Malka Cotler, said of Man- 
yevich and Feldstein that “I wish 
that they should both live until 120.

_ Cotler is in charge of the olim who 
live in Neveh Shoshana, a small ho- 
tel in Jerusalem's Beit Hakerem 
quarter that since last year has 
served as a quasi-absorption centre 
for olim from countries of distress. 
The facility is run by the Jewish 
Agency Aliya Department. The 
olim get three meals a day and are 
served by counsellors of the Absorp- 
tion Ministry and social workers 
from the Agency, 


THE HOTEL was supposed to pro-

for them, and there is little for them 
to do here, They arrived during the 
past year and have been sitting here 
on their suitcases ever since. What 
kind of flat can elderly Singles 
rent with a subsidy of NIS 150 2 
month? Conditions are good here in 
the hotel, but how long can they go 
on this way? 

“They need to move into ἃ neigh- 
bourhood where there are other 
olim like them, where there is a 
proper club for the elderly that can 
provide daily activities and contact 
with volunteers. We have no money 
for this sort of thing here.” 

Cotler made aliya from Moscow 
13 years ago, and has worked in 
absorption for the past 12 years. She 
serves as a combination house moth- 
er, counsellor, translator and public 
advocate for her charges. 

She was particulasly interested in 
getting Manyevich's story across to 
the public. “This man has many ac- 
complishments to his credit. For de- 
cades he wrote books on Israel and 
Jewish history that were circulated 
among Zionist circles in Russia. In 
Moscow. when we wanted to find 
out something about Israel, we 
would go ask him.” 

Cotler pulled out a letter to Ab- 
sorption Minister Ya'acov Tsur 
about Manyevich's case, signed by 
Natan Sharansky and other promi- 
nent aliya activists. “We were told 
that the ministry said that he is eligi- 
ble for a public housing flat. But 
then they said that he has to wait for 
three years to get it!” 


WITH COTLER translating from 
Russian into Hebrew, Manyevich 
told his story: 

“For 40 years I have worked for 
Zionism in Russia. I have written 
many books and have given thou- 
sands of lectures about Israc] and 
Jewish history. Just after I came last 
November, a birthday party was 
held in my honour. Three former

Israeli ambussadors to Russia came 
to see me. I was inscribed in the 
Golden Book of the Jewish National 
Fund.™ 

Cotler interjected sharply: “But 
he cun't live in the Golden Book. 
He was important there for the 
movement, but now that he’s here 
people have forgotten about him.” 

Munyevich continued, speaking 
deliberately and calmly: “No. I was 
never a refusenik. I did not come 
here sooner because 1 had a lot of 
work to do there. The KGB would 
call me in every so often and warn 


me to stop what I was doing. but I 
was never sent to prison. I would 
stop, but eventually I would start 
writing und lecturing again, as 
hefore. 

“They allowed me to take oul 
part of my archives, one suitcase 
full. The rest is with my friends and 
pupils, and with the KGB.” 

Would he like to keep working 
here? 

“Of course, but it’s very hurd to 
work here. If I get a flat, and get 
married, then for sure I would 
work.””

Both Feldsteim and Munyevich 
are widowed. Like the other singles 
in Neveh Shoshana. they get NIS 80 
a month for living expenses. Their 
relatives here are unable to help 
them finzncially. 

Feldstein. who is from Vilna. 
smiled proudly εἰ Manyevich as he 
spoke. and referred to him as “my 
haver™ (boviriend). 

As improbable as it may sound, 
Feldstein was here on a short visit in 
1976. three years after one of ber 
daughters made αἰνὰ. She went 
back. but “dreamed about coming 
ever since." Her other daughter 
came here four months ago, and she 
still has ἃ son in Vilna. 

She wus upset thet the wedding 
plans had ta be postponed. “We had 
the permit from the rabbinate, we 
set a date und even started to pre- 
pare invitations. And then we found 
out that we had no chance of getting 
a flat.” 


Would thes be willing to share a 
room in the hotel once they are

THE FIRST judgment of the court 
was given by Justice Aharon Barak.

Supreme Court on the matter. All 
the previous petitions, he said, had 
been dismissed on the ground that 
the petitioners had no legal 
standing. 

He then reviewed in detail the 
previous decisions of the Supreme 
Court and the opinions of leading 
scholars; both in Israel and in En- 
gland and the United States. citing 
also the work of Dr. Ze'ev Segal, 
the locus classicus in Israel on this 


ic. 

As an example of the conflict of 
judicial opinion in this regard, he 
cited an opinion of Justice Witkon 
that the more the petition savours of 
public controversy, the more must 
the court insist on the petitioner 
showing that he has suffered some 
real injury in a personal right of his, 
as against an opinion of Justice Ber- 
enson that the more important the 
petition from the public point of 
view. the more will the court incline 
to give the petitioner a hearing. 

In the present case, Justice Barak 
held, the petitioners had locus standi 
even according to the classical view 
that they must show that a personal 
Tight of theirs had been infringed.

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of details of the situation, that there 
was a direct relationship between 
the exemption of yeshiva students 


from and reserve service and 
the length of time the petitioners 
had to do reserve service. This was 


sufficient to give them the required 
standing. Moreover, said Justice 
Barak, ἴδεν would have standin, 
even under other heads reccpaiead 
by the more liberal school, namely, 
that the petition dealt with an im- 
portant constitutional topic, and 
also touched upon the preservation 
of the rule of law. 


JUSTICE BARAK then analysed in 
detail the argument that the petition 
before the court was non- 
justiciable. 

After citing numerous authori- 
ties, both Israeli and others, he 
reached the conclusion that the mat- 
ter before the court fell clearly with- 
in section 15 of the Judicature Law, 
under which the court was empow- 
ered to deal with matters not within 
the jurisdiction of any other court. 
and with which it found it desirable 
to deal in the interests of justice. 
Under this section, the court re- 
viewed the actions of administrative 
authorities performing duties im- 
posed upon them by law. 

In the present case, the court was 
called upon to review the actions of 
the Minister of Defence under sec- 
tion 36 of the Defence Service Law. 
Indeed. there were cases which were 
non-justiciable, in which the court 
was of the opinion that they were not 
appropriate for judicial decision, 
but this was not one of them. The 
fact that the present case was one of 
political controvesy was not suffi- 
cient reason for not dealing with it. 

In this regard, Justice Barak cited 
the opinion of Justice Murphy of the 
United States Supreme Court that 


“It is essential that there be definite © 


limits to military discretion...The 
military claim must subject itself to 
the judicial process of having its rea- 
sonableness determined and its con- 
flicts with other interests reconciled. 
What are the allowable limits of mil- 
itary discretion, and whether or not 
they have been overstepped in a 
particular case, are judicial 
questions.” 

Justice Barak also cited an opin- 
ion of Chief Justice Marshall of the 
U.S. Supreme Court, that “We have 
no more right to decline the exercise 
of jurisdiction which is given, than 
to usurp that which is not given- 


TURNING to the powers of the 
Minister of Defence Justice Barak 
held that the exemption of yeshiva 
students from defence service fell 
within the minister's authority un- 
der section 36 above. It fell partly 
under the ground of a reason con- 
nected with the size of the reserve 
forces, and fully under the grounds 
of reasons connected with the re- 
quirements of education, and other 


The expression “other reasons” 
did not mean any reason which the 
minister thought sufficient. These 
words must be interpreted objec- 
tively, having regard to the legisia- 
tive purpose of the section in ques- 
tion. There was no ground for 
confining the words “other reasons” 
to reasons of security alone. They 
also included religious reasons. It 
was on the basis of this ground that 
exemption from service had been 
granted to new immigrants and 
members of minority communities, 
and also to members of the Druse 
community. There was no reason, 
therefore, not to include the exemp- 
tion of yeshiva students in the same 
category. : 

It had been argued. said Justice 
Barak, that an exemption from ser- 
vice so far-reaching should have 
been included in the Law itself, and 
not left to the discretion of the min- 
ister. He agreed that it would be 
more desirable that basic provisions 
of this kind be stated clearly in the 
statute, and not be left to a minis- 
ter’s discretion in terms so general 
as “other reasons. On the other 
hand, there was no adequate ground 
for not applying the law as it was. 
The legislature had decided to leave 
the matter in the minister's hands, 
and it was for the court to give effect 
to this decision. 


FINALLY, Justice Barak dealt with 
the petitioners’ argument that the 
exemption complained of was so un- 
reasonable that the court should set 
it aside. It was one thing, they ar- 
gued, to exempt a few hundred stu- 
dents, as was the situation when this 
problem was first considered. It was 
quite a different thing, however. to 
exempt 17.017 students, as was the 
situation now. To this the respon- 
dent replied that he had weighed all 
the relevant considerations. and was 
satisfied that the exemption was jus- 
tified. and would not affect security 
to the extent that it should be with- 
drawn. He also submitted that the 
court would not substitute its discre- 
tion for his, and that his decision 
was not so unreasonable that the 
court would interfere. 

The main consideration under 
section 36, Justice Barak continued, 
was that of security. Much impor- 
tance. therefore, attached to the 
number of students affected by the 
exemption, and there was a limit 
beyond which the minister was not 
entitled to go. In his opinion, Justice 
Barak said. the petitioners had not 
shown that this limit had been ex- 
ceeded. The question was not what 
the court would have decided had 
the discretion been in its hands, but 
whether the minister was entitled to 
reach the decisiun he took. 

Justice Barak could not hold that 
no reasonable minister could have 
reached such a decision. The court's 


power of review was confined to the _ 


question of whether the minister, 
after weighing all the relevant con- 
siderations. had reached a reason- 
able conclusion. He could not say 
that that was not the case. 

It was possible, he noted, that the 


He said that the ministry has vir- 
tually stopped referring single olim 
from distressed countries to Jerusa- 
fem because of the general housing 
shortage and the lack of public hous- 
ing. 

The Absorption Ministry spokes- 
man. Gad Ben-Ari. confirmed that 
there is a public housing shortage 
now in the large cities. But he added 
that in Jerusalem, “there are flats in 
Neveb Ya‘acov and Ma‘aleh Adu- 
mim. And in Beit Shemesh. too, for 
that matter. But the olim hive 
tumed up their nose at these urcas. 
saying that they are too far from the 
city.” 

The government has estimated 
that about 30 per cent of all olim will 
not be able 10 take out mortgages to 
buy flats. They qualify for low-rent 
public housing. due to their low in- 
comes, disabilities or other prob- 
lems. The proportion of Russian 
and East European olim who re- 
quire such flats is higher than for 
other olim, and more needy olim 
will be coming if the government 
succeeds in instituting “direct 
flights” for Soviet Jews coming to 
Israel. 


IN ADDITION. about 750 Ethiopi- 
an families from Operation Moses 
are still waiting in absorption cen- 
tres for public housing. 

Ben-Ari was optimistic that the 
current backlog of public housing 
cases ~ affecting thousands of olim - 
would be overcame eventually. He 
said that the Absorption Ministry 
and the Housing Ministry are now 
working out a plan to eliminate the 
backlog. 

He said that the government and 
the Jewish Agency are ready to in- 
vest more than $100 million in solv- 
ing these housing problems. which 
are holding up the transfer of ab- 
sorption services fram the Agency 
to the government. As part of this 
plan, olim who have been living in 
absorption centres for years because 
no public housing was available will 
finally get flats. The absorption cen- 
tres will then be used xs hostels to 
solve the housing problems of single 
and elderly olim. 


situation now considered could 
change. The matter had to be con- 
tinually reviewed. 


JUSTICE Miriam Ben-Porath con- 
curred. Dealing in the main with the 
question of locus standi she said she 
tended to agree with the more liber- 
al approach, and not to demand, in 
every case, that some right of the 
petitioner himself be infringed. On 
the other hand, the court had to be 
wary, and not open the doors too 
wide to would-be litigants. 

Justice Ben-Porath agreed with 
Justice Barak that the petitioners 
had not shown that the minister's 
decision was so unreasonable as ta 
be invalid. She also emphasized that 
the judge's personal opinion was 
quite irrelevant, and agreed that the 
situation could be reached where 
the number of yeshiva students ex- 
-empted from service rendered the 
a of exemption unreason- 
able. 


THE PRESIDENT of the court 
agreed that the petition be dismissed 
for the legal reasons already. stated. 
It was sometimes appropriate, he 
said, that the judge content himself 
with stating his legal conclusion. and 
saying nothing more. On the other 
hand, there were cases, standing on 
the boundary of reasonableness, 
where that was not enough, and 
where the judge should also express 
his opinion on the merits of the 
question at issue. This was such a 
case. 

The existing situation, said Justice 
Shamgar in which some. yeshiva stu- 
dents were exempted from military 
service, while others were serving. 
and had served in all Israel's wars. 
was quite unacceptable. It raised se- 
τίου questions of public and per- 
sonal ethics, which remained unre- 
solved. He voiced this opinion, he 
said, so that the legal result should 
not obscure the national and human 
values involved. 

In examining the present system 
of exempting a portion of yeshiva 
students from service ~ which, in 
effect, meant both regular and re- 
serve service — Justice Shamgar 
stressed that this was a problem of 
progressive seriousness, as the num- 
ber of students exempted grew each 
year. 

It was necessary, therefore, to de- 
fine a reasonable annual limit for 
exemptions, which would ensure the 
Maintenance of a proper level of 
security in the army; to ascertain the 
effect of the exemptions on the 
numbers of soldiers enlisted. and on 
the length of their regular and re- 
serve service: to determine what 
tests should be applied for granting 
exemptions, so that it should not be 
left to each individual to decide 
whether he prefers Tora study to 
military service; and to decide what 
steps should be taken to supervise 
the implementation of the arrange- 
ments made. This was not a closed 
list, the president said. for the whole 
subject had to be reviewed 
continuously. 

Fos the above reasons. the peti- 
tion was dismissed. 

The first petitioner appeared for 
81} the petitioners, and Nili Arad, 
the director of the High Court Divi- 
sion of the State Attormey’s Office. 
for the respondent. 

The judgment was given on June

Soon the mother arrives: in 
her dress and manner, a typical 
Old Jerusalem Ashkenazi 
mother. She comes trudging to- 
wards her son. then suddenly 
notices the other man, and she 
suvs to him in the characteristic 
Old Jerusalem Yiddish: 

“Ak. and what are you doing 
here? You I want to see [partic- 
ipating in the service] in the

THERE IS no better way of seeing 
a country than through the eyes 
of the people who built it or 
watched it evolve. Anyone visit- 
ing an (sraeli settlement or a de- 
velopment town would be hard- 
pressed to visualize the place 
where they might be standing as 
having been barren rock or grass- 
land as little as 20 years earlier.

The performance moved all too 
slowly, often almost coming to a 
standstill. Ponnelle deployed an en- 


τ ormous cast of 200, and though the 


crowd (chorus) scenes were magnifi- 
cent, this did not push the plot for- 
ward. The director also succeeded in 
getting the whole cast to act; all the 
soloists and even the chorus acted 
convincingly. Ponnelle went out of 
his way to work on details to the 
detriment of continuity and 
coherence. 


‘When it came to voices, mezzo- 
soprano Kathlen παν Ἂς Car- 
men and soprano thia Haymon 
as Micaela were the eee ot tie coe, 
with Micaéla's touching arid in the 
third act stealing the show. All the 
rest, including tenor Barry Busse as 
Don José and baritone Gregg Baker 
as Escamillo the toreodor, were me- 
diocre or less. Of the minor roles, 
soprano Robin Weisel-Capsouto as 
Frasquita the gypsy deserves special 
mention. 

What should have been the culmi- 
nation of the opera, the murder 
scene at the end, with the fate motif 
in the orchestra, failed to generate 
the Jast shattering moment. and 
without it the whole performance 
left us unsatisfied and frustrated.

Lookout posts on the corners of 
the compound stand over such slo- 
gans as: “The superpowers" right of 


veto is: worse than the law of the 
jungle.” But not all share the revo- 
lutionary fervour. 

 Middle-class parents worry that 
their sons will be added to the list of 
500,000 Iranian lives fost in the 
eight-year-old war. 

During the “War of the Cities,” 
when Iraqi missiles blasted large 
craters in Teheran, angry mobs be- 
set the Revolutionary Guards who 
came to help clear debris and bring 
out the dead, residents said. 

“You cannot overestimate the im- 
pact the missiles had,” said one for- 
eign businessman who asked not.to 
be identified.

“In every family there are people 
who are for Khomeini and those 
who want the war to end and think 
that the Ayatollah could end it if he 
wanted to,” Ali said. 


TRAN DOES NOT usually hide its 
anger. But Teheran’s reactions to 
the shooting down of an Iranian Air- 
bus by the U.S. Navy have so far 
been very, different from what the 
world now expects. For once, Aya- 
tollah Khomeini has counselled 
restraint. 

It was Khomeini who overruled a 
call by his designated successor, 
Ayatollah Montazeri, to target 
American “political, economic, cul- 
tural and military intallations."* This 
was the kind of call to arms that 
inspired fears of: another hijack or 
worse, the execution of Western 
hostages in Beirut. 

In a letter released to the press, 
Khomeini said that the time had 
come for a change in tactics. 

He also threw his support behind 
Hashemi Rafsanjani. the powerful 
speaker of Parliament, who projects 
himself as the moderate face of Iran. 
Khomeini’s subdued tone was 2ch- 
oed in Rafsanjani's speech to the 
Friday prayer meeting. 

“Wise men will understand why 
we are not taking revenge,” he said. 

War weariness has finally caught 
up with Iran. The Iranian armed 
forces are finding it harder to attract 
vounteers willing to sacrifice them- 
selves against the greatly improved 
Iraqi Army. There is an acute short- 
age of the legendary basej, the fa- 
natics with blood-red beadbands 
willing to die as martyrs. 

Iran has suffered a stunning series 
of military defeats in the past six 
month. 
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One Western resident said more 
Iranians were willing to discuss their 
opposition to the war openly. 

“People still look over their 
shoulders, but they also come more 
frequently these days to offer their 
opinions without being asked,” he 
said. Banks are sandbagged for a 
simple reason, one Iranian official 
said — “If a bomb hit the bank, it 
would turn into a self-service.” 

Ali and many of his friends make 


.about 40,000 to 50,000 rials a month 


— between $571 and $714 officially 
but less than a tenth of that at the 
more realistic black-market ex- 


change rate. 

“Before the revolution, every- 
thing was cheaper, life was easier, 
Yife was better,” Ali said. He said 
rationing of meat, poultry, eggs, rice 
and cooking oil meant there was not 
enough to feed his family.

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Some of fraq’s military success has 
been attributed to its use of chemi- 
cal weapons.

AN UNEASY TRUCE now pre- 
vails in the missiles war, though Iran 
is terrified of reports that Iraq has 
taken delivery of more powerful 
Chinese CSS 2 missiles bought from 
Saudi Arabia — five times more pow- 
erful than anything Iraq has used 
before. 

Iran's counter-strike capacity has 
been hampered by endless squab- 
bling between the professional army 
and the elite Revolutionary Guards. 
In ἃ bid to end their rivalry, Kho- 
meini appointed Rafsanjani sole 
commander of the forces. So far he 
has failed to unify the war effort. 

Rafsanjani is also battling to find 
foreign exchange to pay for essential 
spare parts for the war machine.

bills have been paid.

The bread dilemma 


A SCRAWNY goat chewing 
through the pile of stale pita bread 
in a narrow alley of a Nile Delta 
village provoked the president of 
Egypt to anger. 

President Hosni Mubarak, leader 
of the Arab world’s most-populous 
nation, called it ‘a revolting scene” 
and urged his 53 million people to 
stop squandering food. 

Most of the food is expensively 
imported by the debt-burdened na- 
tion. But the problem is that bread. 
heavily subsidizd by the govern- 
ment, is cheaper than animal feed. 
There is no official tally of the total 
of bread wasted, but some experts 
say 30 to 40 per cent of bread goes to 
the goats or is otherwise squan- 
dered. 

‘The loaf is a staple on every table 
at every meal, and the tian Ar- 
abic word for bread, “‘eish,” means 
life. Its price could become a politi- 
cal barometer — if it started fluctuat- 
ing ἴσο much. 
πὰ government, eager to keep 
tempers cool, keeps the price of a 
basic,loaf from government bakeries 
at a stable two piastres (one cent). 
But that makes it much cheaper 
than animal feed, currently 22 Egyp- 
tian pounds ($10) for 20 kilograms, 
or just over a pound a kilo, 10 times 
the price of a kilo of bread. 

“It’s cheaper to feed livestock 
with bread than use fodder, which 
costs more and is hard to get,” said 
farmer Assem Mohammed Ahmed. 
He makes his own feed -- bread 
soaked jn water. 

The government has budgeted 1.8 
billion pounds ($780m.) this fiscal 
year to subsidize bread and other 
staples like fuel, cooking oil, butane 
gas, Tice, tea and sugar. 

Despite pressure from the {nter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF), 
which is backing debt-burdened 
Egypt's attempts at economic re- 
form and wants more realistic 
prices, the government refuses 
abrupt rises. 

Remembering bloody riots that 
gripped Egypt in 1977 when bread 
and flour prices were raised sharply, 
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Mubarak regularly assures Egyp- 
tians that the government is not con- 
templating any increases that will hit 
peasants and the urban poor. 

In recent years, the authorities 
have tried one way round what a 
diplomat calls “the stability conun- 
drum” - raising prices without tell- 
ing people what is being done. 

The government has introduced 
“new, improved" loaves at a higher 
price ~ five to 10 piastres (3.5 to 
seven agorot). Then, it has gradual- 
ly reduced supplies of cheaper 
loaves. .The result has been more 
people paying more money for 

read. 

But the price of the improved loaf 
still falls below production costs, 
and has failed to curb waste or cut 
Egypt's wheat and flour imports 
from the U.S., Canada, Australia 
and other suppliers. 

“For every 10 loaves of bread, six 
are being baked with imported 
wheat flour,” said an Agriculture 
Ministry official. 

Mubarak said last May that Egypt 
consumed more wheat than any oth- 
er country, citing an annual average 
consumption of 200 kg of flour per 
head against a world average of 55 
Κρ. 
With the population rising by 1m. 
every eight months, the government 
is trying not only to curb waste but 
also to increase wheat production. 

Agriculture Minister Yussef Wali 
said last month that output next year 
was expected to rise to 3.5m. tons 
compared to 2m.in 1987. The target 
is 4m. tons by the end of the second 
five-year plan in mid-1992, he said. 

But Egypt is likely to remain a 
wheat importer for many years, and 
the gap between average consump- 
tion and production will continue to 
range between five and eight million 
tons a year, officials said.

The male nurse accompanies him 
- and supports him — on his daily 
‘walks in the villa’s two-acre garden. 
Three successive police checkpoints 
on the single approach road keep all 
outsiders away. 

When Bourguiba complained re- 
cently that his police guards were 
throwing their cigarette butts all 
over his garden, Bex Ali sent a team 
of gardeners to clean up and rejuve- 
nate the entire property.

Is it strategically necessary for Is- 
rael to have its own tyre manufac- 
turing plant? 

This question is no longer hypo- 
thetical, now that the Alliance tyre 
factory of Hadera, the country’s 
only tyre manufacturer. has been 
officially closed down. But before 
panicking. people should bear in 
mind that Alliance's subsidiary, the 
small Shimshon tyre factory in Petah 
Tikvah, is still open and operating, 
albeit under the supervision of a 
receiver. 

“In principle,” the defence minis- 
try acknowledges, there is a need for 
a tyre plant in Israel but with one 
qualification - “it must be profit- 
able, economical, and modem.” Al- 
though’ the ministry says it has no 
figures on what percentage of its 
tyres were supplied in the past by 
Alliance, it is clear that it relied 
heavily on the company. since one 
of Alliance's main areas of special- 
ization was tyres for army vehicles. 

What does the defence ministry 
intend to do now that one of its main 
suppliers bas shut down? [t will con- 
tinue to purchase from Shimshon as 
well as its three traditional suppliers 
abroad, but it is also now locking 
into the possibility of finding other 
manofacturers abroad from whom it 
can purchase the special types of 
tyres it used to buy from Alliance. 

Yes, the defence establishment 
admits, “the closure of Alliance 
does present us with a problem right 
now.” 

Interestingly, however, over the. 
past two years, the share of tyre 
imports in total tyre consumption in 
this country has increased dramati- 
cally. Imports grew from $7.5 mil- 
lion in 1984 to $35m. last year. while 
Alliance's sales in the local market 
dropped from $42m. in 1984 to $35 
million last year. In other words, by 


.

1987, tyre consumption was split 
evenly between local production 
and imports. 

Although Alliance had accounted 
for half the local tyre market, when 
it came to passenger car tyres, its 
share was only 30%. because it fo- 
cused more on special tyres. 

According to Ohad Orenstein, 
head of the chemical and mineral 
department at the Industry Minis- 
try, the reason for the dramatic in- 
crease in imported tyres in recent 
years is that generally they are bet- 
ter-quality and longer-lasting.

The Transport Ministry is not 
overly concermed about tyre short- 
ages and says that if they occur at 
all, they will last only a week or two 
until importers begin to stock up 
again.

Lack of employment possibilities could be a factor in unrest: 
Assessing the economic effects of the areas uprising

The man with no regrets

LONDON - To some people, Rich- 
ard Branson's strategic retreat from 
the stock exchange here might seem 
like a stunning defeat. But the 37- 
year-old chairman οἵ the Virgin 
Group is very reluxed about his 
move (o take the company private 
only 18 months after floating it on 
the bourse. 

“It cost a lor to get in, and it will 
be even more expensive to get out 
but T have no regrets.” he said after 
his recent announcement that Vir- 
gin was considering a management 
buyout. “I never regret anything in 
my life.” he added. 

Branson began in business at the 
age of 16 by launching a national 
student magazine. then moved into 
mail-order records and eventually 
ran a record label. He holds the 
record for the fastest transatlantic 
boat crossing: he is a master of pub- 
licity: he is ἃ confidant of Lord 
Young, the secretary of state for 
trade and industry: and he is per- 
haps the most unusual chairman of a 
quoted company. 

Going public bas not changed him 
much. He did not start wearing a tie 
as a matter of course and he certain- 
ly did not stop getting involved in 
cleverly marketed derring-do ad- 
ventures — such as his transatlantic 
balloon crossing last summer.

After two days of sharp rises in 
share prices, that exceeded 10% in 
some cases, profit-taking set in in 
the “free” share market yesterday.

In the wak> of oil tycoon Armand 
Hammer's announcement that he 
intends to invest $25 million in off- 
shore oil drilling, the oil shares took 
off and soared upward. JOEL 
shares were in particular demand, 
but the exchange stopped trading in 
the company’s shares and requested 
clarifications regarding JOEL’s in- 
tention to merge with Isramco, an- 
other oil company owned by Dr Joe 
Elmaliach. | 

Delek Fuel Company, one of the 
“variable™ shares, stood out against 
a background of both the energy 
market reform that began yesterday 
and the possibility of the company 
participating in oil exploration in Is- 
rae]. Rumours are circulating that 
an unknown buyer is looking for 
blocks of Delek shares. 


Some of the textile shares which 
have been very hard hit recently, 
such as Ligat, Topper, Eagle and 
Gibor Sabrina, finally regained part 
of the ground lost. On the other 
hand, the market correction has 
skipped companies known to be in 
trouble, or that have not yet pub- 
lished financial statements for last 
year, such as Man, Assis, Nikuv, 
Ben Yakar Gat, and Landeco.

THE ISRAELT banking svstem is 
over-concentrated in too few hands 
and so consequently, the level of 
competition between them is low. 
The Bank of Israel's Supervisor of 
Banks" report released last week 
also emphasized that the current 
banking system does not allow any 
teal competition in the area af credit 
to the public, especially for short- 
term periods. 

This lack of competition resulted 
in much higher profits for the banks 
last year as they ran up huge profits 
on the wide margins between inter- 
est paid on deposits and that 
charged on loans. The best way τὸ 
make these profits is through shekel 
margins. Banks pay peanuts to their 
depositors, yet charge their clients 
extremely high interest rates. 

It might be a good idea to let the 
banks make easy profits so that they 
are able to get what they consider 
essential for their existence but un- 
fortunately. there is one small prob- 
lem with this - some people and 
some enterprises have to pay the 
bill. 

Fortunately, the Supervisor of the 
Banks is aware of the basic algebraic 
equation that for every person mak- 
ing money. there is someone else 
somewhere who pays for it. But. 
believe it or not, Amnon Goldsch- 
midt, the Supervisor of the Banks 
mentions in his report that the high 
interest rates clients pay for shekel 
credit, increases the risk of clients 
not being able to repay. which can 
harm the banks themselves. There- 
fore. the banks should diversify 
their means of income by reducing 
their financial margins on shekels 
and imposing higher financial mar- 
gins on other kinds of deposits. 

But who encouraged the banks to 
behave as if they were Israel's eco- 
nomic rulers? Who gave them the 
Tight to suck the blood of firms until 
they either collapsed or declared 
bankruptcy? Who is responsible for 
the stability of the banks in our 
economy at any price? The answer 
of course, is the Bank of Israel. 
There, over at the central bank. are 
the officials responsible

lems of the Industry Ministry, the 
industrialists and the rest of the 
country. 

The report itself notes that one of 
the reasons for such big financial 
margins is the fact that the central 
bank reduced its liquidity require- 
ments. While before. the so called 
“monetary penalty” or the liquidity 
requirements could account for 25% 
of the margins, after the drop in the 
requirements, only 10% had to be 
accounted for. 

It really is not fair to blame the 
recent spate of industrial misfor- 
tunes and bankruptcies on the 
banks. The firms themselves should 
be more efficient in firing workers 
when necessary and in cutting sala- 
ries and other perks in order to be 
More competitive. These are some 
of the claims heard nowadays 
against bankrupt firms, while the 
holy banks continue their 
celebration. 

Hence, the thing to do is check 
efficiency at the banks, copy it and 
market it as ἃ model for imitation. Is 
that not a good idea? 

However, the Supervisor of the 
Banks has a disappointment in store 


for us. His cruel report states that 
during 1987. the number of bank 
employees fell by 5.6%, This seems 
nice. But surprise. surprise. the 
wage cost per employee actually 
rose 17.3% compared with the econ- 
omy’s average 8.2% rise. 

The supervisor himself says it ap- 
pears that bank profits last year 
caused management to relax its 
wage strictures. Perhaps the em- 
ployees deserved the wage increase 
for their efforts? Yet. to be on the 
safe side. the report did say that 
profits soared last year not because 
of increased efficiency or productiv- 
ity, but mainly because of the finan- 
cial margins in shekel credits. 

The Supervisor warns that as a 
source of profits, this is not reliable. 
therefore, the banks cannot base 
their wage policy on these financial 
margins in the long run. 

A simple solution to this unsa- 
voury phenomenon would be to shut 
down one of the three banks, send 
all its employees home and allow 
them to experience the meaning of 
exploitation and redundancy. If the 
banks behave like a cartel, why do 
we need so many?

Indoor courts 
are few -- there are more private 
yachts in Sweden than tennis courts.

Tennis in Sweden, you could say, 
started out at love-40. 

Why Sweden produces so many 
tennis greats is a mystery. But it 
does. Stefan Edberg demonstrated 
that again at Wimbledon last week. 

Sweden have won the Davis Cup 
four times since 1975, the year 


Bjorn Borg made his team debut, 
and have been a finalist the last five 


years running. 


This year Mats Wilander 
the first two of the Grand Siam tour- 
naments, the Australian and French 
Opens, before Edberg gave Sweden 
Wimbledon as well.

Bolander said membership in 
government-subsidized tennis clubs, 
specializing in training juniors, has 
doubled in the fast 10 years to 
165,000. But not all the 950 clubs 
have year-round courts. One which 
hasn't is in Vestervik, a town of 
20,000 on the Swedish west coast 
where Edberg learned to play. 

“I hope this wiumph for Stefan 
will give a push so that Vestervik at 
last will have a~tennis hall,” said 
Edberg’s father Bengt, a policeman 
and chairman of the local tennis 
federation. 

“The interest for tennis is very big 
among the young people here, but 
without a tennis hall we just can't 
take care of all the ones who want to 
play,” he said. 

Like Edberg, most of Sweden's 
top players come from small towns. 
“In the country, kids don't feel that 
much 3s from their parents or 
the clubs,” said Bolander, a former 
national juniors’ coach. ἡ 

“They play for fun. Here in 
Stockholm, it’s harder to get into 
good clubs and to get court time,” 
he said in an interview. ‘ 

The professionals face yet anoth- 
er obstacle: an. income tax of as 
much as 78 per cent has forced the 


best players into exile. Wilander has 
had homes in New York and Monte 
Carlo, and Edberg lives in London. 
Borg, who eamed an estimated $75 
million in prize money and endorse- 
ments during his career, lived in 
Monte Carlo for 11 years. 

He returned to Sweden in 1986 
after salting away his fortune in tax 
shelters, according to a special 
Swedish television report last No- 
vember, He is now a successful busi- 
nessman and tourism ambassador 
for Sweden. 

Despite the unsuitable climate, 
tennis has been around in Sweden 
for a long time. King Gustaf V, who 
reigned 1907-1950, used to play 
tournament tennis under the pseud- 
onym of “Mr. G.” He continued to 
play until a few years before his 
death at the age of 91. 

Borg’s astonishing career ignited 
the current tennis blaze and gave 
Swedish youngsters a hero. 

“Borg’s ruthlessness, his unbend- 
ing will to beat everything and ev- 
erybody, created a self-confidence 
in Swedish tennis which doesn’t 
seem to di ν᾿ Wrote sports 
commentator Sune Sylven in the 
Svenska Dagbladet newspaper.

TOKYO (AP) -- The Yomiuri Giants have had so much 
success as a baseball team aver the past 52 years that 
they now have a cheerleading squad - io root against 
them. 

More than 150 anti-Giants baseball fans have formed 
aclub to raifagainst the team at games, urging players to 
be less diligent, maybe miss a few fly balls here and 
there, so the team doesn't dominate the sport. 

“I was a Giants fan when I was a young boy," said 
Mineyoshi Eto, 49, who ized the Association for 
Anti-Giants (AAGP). But be said his interest 
waned as the Giants captured pennant after pennant, 
raining the chances for other teams. 

The Yomiuri Giants, founded in 1936, were the first 
professional baseball club in Japan. They have won 33 
pennants, including 16 nati championships. They 
captured the Central League pennant~and won the 
Japam Series nine years in a row ing in 1965. 

en the Giants play, they imvariably draw a full 
house, and tickets are so valuable they are nicknamed 
“platinum paper.” More than’ 100 of the scheduled 130 
games a season are nationally televised. 


Regardless of whether win or lose, the outcome 
of a Giants game is usually the front-page story in daily 
rts newspapers. : 
“Poids year’ the team hes been hovering seer second 


place, which hasn’t pleased the AAGP one iota. 

More than 150 fans have paid about $8 each to join 
the club since it was formed on April Fools Day, and are 
willing to pay $24 a year in annual dues for the privilege 
of urging their team to lose, Eto said. : 

Members have received an eight-page “Report Anti- 
Ὁ" produced by Eto containing letters and congratula- 
tions from Anti-G members, and reprints of newspaper 
articles about the Giants’ losing games. 


Eto says the club's goal now is to select a president, 
and choose a winner of the Anti-Giants Award for the 
anti-Giants man who did the best job opposing the team 
~ someone who may have a file of old newspaper stories 
reporting a Giants’ losing streak, for instance. Or, even 
better, a story about the Giants being beaten in a 
“Sayonara” game -- a tie game ended by a mun in the 
bottom of the ninth inning. 

Eto has his work cut out for him. He's poing up 
against one of the biggest fan clubs in the country, the 


‘powerful Giants Fan Club which has 30,000 members 


and is marking its 10th anniversary. 

The Giants Fan Club is so popular that it had to limit 
its members to 30,000 because so cored people wanted 
to join, said club spokeswoman Yukiko Sato. 

pro-Giants club members, who pay $22 a year, 
can receive six free tickets for outfield seats. 

The anti-group members have to buy their own tick- 
ets. “It's ey ἀσκος to get tickets for Giants games 
and we have had to pay five times more than the regular 
price,” Eto said. Ἷ 

Νοπηδῖ ticket prices range from 58 to $36 for a game 
at the newly built Tokyo Dome, the Giants’ home 
stadium, : 

The Association for Ant-Giants People rules say its 
purpose is to promote professional baseball and the club 
does not intend to make trouble for other fan clubs. The 
AAGP will have a hard time making an impact, because 
the team already has so many eager followers. 

“By forming the anti-Giants fan club, we hope to 
usher in a new phase in Japan's professional baseball,” 
an undaunted Eto said. 

However, Eto still has a long way to go. 

Miss Sato of the regular Giants fan club said she 
hadn't even heard of Eto’s group.

Israeli factory owner on Pentagon scam 


‘No idea why FBI probing company’

WASHINGTON - The Israeli 
owner of a Pennsylvania plant man- 
ufacturing mortars strongly denied 
yesterday any wrongdoing in win- 
ning Pentagon contracts. ᾿ 

Poju Zabludowicz, whose family 
owns Pocal Industries of Scranton. 
Pennsylvania, said he had absolute- 
ly no idea why U.S. federal authori- 
ties were investigating his company. 

In a telephone interview with The 
Jerusalem Post from his home in 
Caesarea, Zabludowicz insisted 
that there was no justification for 
any such probe. : 

“We are very surprised about this 
whole thing,” he said. “We don't 
understand what's going on." 

He noted that Pocal had won con- 
tracts only with the U.S. Army, and 
not with the Navy or Marine Corps. 

The major focus of the massive 
federal investigation into alleged 
Pentagon fraud in arms procure- 
meat is on the activities of former 
assistant secretary of the navy Mel- 
vyn R. Paisley, who served from

An FBI search warrant served on 
Paisley’s suburban Washington 
home in June and released publicly 
last Friday listed Pocal as one of 
numerous U.S. and foreign defence 
firms with suspected ties to Paisley. 
Another company under investi- 
gation is Mazlat. a joint venture of 
Tadiran and Israel Aircraft Indus- 
tries. That company manufactures 
remotely piloted vehicles or surveil- 
lance drones. The FBI warrant said 
that Paisley is believed to have a 
financial interest in Mazlat. 

Neither Pocal nor Mazlat has 
been charged with any crime. Like 
numerous American military com- 
panies, they are apparently being 
mvestigated because of their alleged 
ties to Paisley. 

Pocal, while owned by the Zab- 
ludowicz family, is an Americar-in- 
corporated company registered in 
Pennsylvania. Its president, Sam 
Reich. yesterday said that Paisley 
has never been on Pocal's payroll. 

In a telephone interview from his 
Scranton office. Reich said that πὸ 


one from the FBI or any other U.S. 
governmental agency has contacted 
him or anyone else associated with 
Pocal, 

In any case, Reich pointed out, 
Paisley, as a high-ranking Navy De- 
partment official, would have had 
absolutely no influence in the U.S. 
Army’s procurement policy. ᾿ 

The Zabludowicz family, in addi- 
tion to owning Pocal, is also a major 
owner together with Koor Indus- 
tries -- of Soltam, the large mortar 
maoufacturer. But Zabludowicz 
said yesterday that Soltam is not 
directly associated with Pocal. 

“There is no investigation of Sol- 
tam,” he said. 

He added that the recent $3.4 m. 
mortar contract which the U.S. 
Amny awarded to a consortium in- 
volving Soltam, Pocal and Martin 
Marietta, a major U.S. military cou- 
tractor, was not being investigated 
by the FBI. Ὁ 

That Army contract, which in- 
volves a demonstration, could lead 
to a much larger deal for the mortar 
consortium.

Electricity shortage to last until 
tomorrow as officials trade blame

Politicians, Ministry of Energy of- 
ficials and the Electric Corporation 
were busy yesterday trading accusa- 
tions as thousands of consumers ‘all 
over the country suffered from elec- 
tricity stoppages. 

The stoppages, the second in a 
fortnight, were caused by malfunc- 
tions in the Hadera power station 
early yesterday. and in the Ashdod 
station on Saturday. 

These raifur. ies set the 
supply of electricity by more than 17 
per cent, and forced the Electric 
Corporation to cut power for limited 
periods in different parts of the 
country. It caused traffic jams as 
well as production halts in factories. 
The power shortage is to continue 
until temorrow at least, the corpora- 
tion announced. 

The Electric Corporation said 
yesterday that it simply did not have 
enough generating capacity in re- 
serve to respond to such emergen- 
cies. Similar crises are met abroad 
by temporary imports of electricity 
from neighbouring countries. since 
electricity networks are unified. But 
in Israel this is impossible. 

The corporation said the situatiog 
could had been much worse if con- 
sumers had not responded to the call 
to save power, and cut demand by 
about δὴ to 100 megawatts. 

The Electric Corporation has ἃ 
generating capacity of about 4.060 
mgw.. but supply is reduced by 
about 650 mgw. since part of the 
units must undergo maintainance. 
This left the corporation with only 
about 3.400 mew, to supply a de-

Harried 
turtles win 
respite — in 
own beach 
‘resort’ 


DALYAN, Turkey (AFP) -- Aege- 
an marine turtles, threatened with 
extinction by unrestrained seaside 
property development, have won a 
respite and the right to breed in 
peace in protected areas along the 
‘Turkish coast. 

The Turkish government, bad- 
gered over more than a year by 
Turkish nature lovers and Western 
European ecology groups, has de- 
creed part of its coast to be a “pro- 
tected area.” 

Along several dozen kilometres 
of coast, which include the bays of 
Fethiye, Gokova and Koycegiz, all 
work on unfinished buildings must 
stop and no new permits to build 
will be issued. 

The victory is the first by the in- 
creasingly influential Turkish ecolo- 
gy lobby, which is anxious to avoid 
the environmental disasters caused 
in other parts of the Mediterranean 
basin ee development. 

The battle to save the Aegean 
turtles, known scientifically as “‘car- 
etta-caretta,” began in April last 
year when ecologists denounced 
plans to build a luxury hotel, fi- 
nanced by West German money, at 
Dalyan on a beach where the turtles 
traditionally laid their eggs. 

Turkish ecologists, supported by 
the West German branch of Green- 
peace, pressed Torkey’s prime min- 
ister Turgut Ozal to order a halt to 
work on the 3,600-bed hotel which 
overlooks one of the country’s most 
beautiful beaches. 

Denouncing the project as doom- 
ing the turtles to extinction, the 
ecologists rallied support all over 
Western Europe. 

The president of the Turkish 
Wildlife Protection Society, Nergis
